Plant broad masses of white 
with the brighter colors. Three plants of an individual variety grouped together will make a 
brilliant showing. Hardy Summer Phlox prefers good, rich garden soil and a sunny location. 
If your soil is poor, add manure. This will provide the necessary food that these plants like. 
They are also benefited if they are watered during extremely dry seasons. Phlox should 
have full sun for best results.
